he were earneſtly entreatred, as well by god pzofers of 
gentle perſwaſtons to weane himſelfe from ſo deſolate, 
oꝛ rather deſperate life, he woulde not herken either to 
his owne tommodities 02 their counſelles : Foz ſeeing 
(ſaide he) J am left heyze to all the woꝛlde, J meane 
to execute my kuthozitie, and claime my landes in all 
places ot the woꝛlde. ho now ſo rich as Callimachus? 
Who had as manye reuenues euerpe where as in his 
owne countrep? Thus being in a readineſſe to departe, 
apparelled in all coulours , as one fitte fo2 all compa- 
nies, and willing to le all countries, tournyed thꝛœ oz 
foure dapes very deuoutly lyke a Pilgrime who fkray- 
ing out of his path-way;and ſomwhat wearie, not vled 
to ſuch day labours, reſted him-ſelfe vpon the ſide of a ſil⸗ 
uer ſtreame euen almoſt in the griſping of the eue⸗ 
ning, where thinking to ſfcale a nappe, beganne fo

he replyed ſhoaring vp his eyes by Jis ſonne, J ac-

ſomes to blaſt and the buddes to blowe, ſo one wombe 
notiriſheth conttary wits, and one milke diners man⸗ 
ners, which argueth ſomthing in Nature Jknowe- nbf 
what, to be niveruailous,J dare not ſay monſtrous, |

J lear- 
ned all kinde of poyſons, yea, e ſuch as were ſoꝛ þ Popes 
hol pneſſe. In Aegypt J wozſhipped their ſpotted God at 
Memphis. In Turkey, their Mahomet. In Rome, their 


Paſſe: which gaue me not onely a remiſſion ſoʒ my ſins 


paſt, with-· out penaunce, but aiſo a commiſſion to inne 
euer after with- out pꝛeiudite. There was no falhion but 
fitted my backe: no fancie but ſerued my fourne . But 
now my barcell of golde, which Pꝛide ſet a bzoach,loue 
began to ſet a tilte , which in ſhozt time ranne ſo on the 
les, that the Diuell daunted in the bottome, where he 
found neuer a crolle. At wer to tedious fo vtter my whole 
iyfe in this my Pilgrimage, the remembzaunce where-

Then to grow fo an ende, J ſeeing my mony waſted, 
my apparell wozne,my minde infected with as many vi- 
tes, as my body w diſeaſes, and my body with moze ma⸗ 
ladyes, then the Leopard hath markes, hauing nothing 
foz amends but a few bꝛokt languages, which ſerued me 
in no moze ſttede, then to ſe one meate ſerued in diuers 
diſhes'; J thought it belt to retourne into my natiue

Chen my god Callimachus, rerozde wih thy lelfe the 
inconueniences that come by trauaiiyng, when on the 
Seas euery ome ſhall thzeaten death, and euery calme 
a daunger, when either thou ſhalt be compelled to bond 
others as a Ppꝛate, oz feare to be boꝛded of others, as a 
Perchaunt: when at all times,thou muſt haue the back 
of an Alle to beare all, and the ſnout of a Dwine, to ſay 
nothing, thy hand on thy cap to ſhew reuerence to euery 
raſcall,thy purſſe open to be pꝛodigal to every Bone, thy 
ſwozd in thy ſheath, not once daring either to ftrike oz 
ward, which maketh me thinke, that trauaylers, are not 
onely framed not to commit iniuries, but alſo to take 
them. Learne Callimachus of the bird Acanthis, who be⸗ 
ing bꝛedde in the thiſtells, wil liue in the thiſtels, and of 
the graſhopper, who being ſpꝛong of the graſfe, wil rather 
dye th? depart from the graſſe,J am of this minde with 
Homer, that as the Snaile that crept out of hir ſhel, was 
turned eftſwnes into a Toad,and therby was fozced to 
make a ſtole to ſit on, dildaining hir owne houſe: ſo the 
Trauailer that ſtragleth from his owne countrey, is in 
ſhoꝛt time tranſfo2med into ſo monſtrous a ſhape, that he 
is faine to alter his manſton with his manners, and to 
line where he can, not wher he would. What did Viyſſe⸗ 
wich in the midſt of his trauailing, but onely to ſe the 
ſmoake of his owne Chimney 2 Did not all the Ro- 
maines,ſay,that he j wandzed did nothing els but heaps 
ſoꝛowes to his friends,and ſhame to himlelfe,and reſem- 
bled thoſe that ſeeking to light a linke, quenched a lamp, 
imitating the barbarous Gothes, who thought the rotes 
in Alexandria,[weter than the Raiſons in Barbary : Jn 
my opinion it is a homely kinde of dealyng to pzeferre 
the courteſie of thoſe he neuer knew, befoze the honeſtie 
of thoſe among whom he was bozne : he that cannot line 
with a groate in his owne Countrey,ſhall neuer enioy a 
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neither tan and perfomms that which'thou-ſemelt to pꝛo / 
miſe. A thou touet to trauaile ſiraunge conutries,ſearch 
the Paps, there halt than ſe much. with grrat pleaſure 
and mall paines: it᷑ to he cromerſant in alt courtes, read 
biſtozies; where thon ſhalt nderſtand both what the men 
haue bene; # what their manners are, andmeithinketh 
there mult be much delight, when there is not daunger. 
And if thou haue any care either of the gretne hud hic 
ſpꝛingeth out ot the tender ſtalke, z the timelpe fruite 
which is to growe ol ſa god a rote, ſœhe not to kill the 
one, oꝛ haſten the other: bnt let time ſs mozk; that grafts 
may be gathered pt the tree, rather then fficks ta burne.

Callimachus obſtinate in his fond tonteit, was fo far 
from being perſwaded by this old Hermit, that he rather 
made it a greater occaſton of his pilgrimage ,'e with an 
anſwer betwe&ne ſcoꝛning and reſoning⸗ he replyed thus. 
Father oz friende (J knome not very well howe fo

that were belt. luz feare they may be bad, and that were 
as fond as nat to cut onea meat — that knife that an 
other hath cut hin finger.

the event,but by the ende, no — to be condem⸗ 
.ned by yours92 manies bnlucky ſucteſſe, but by the com- 
mon and molt appꝛoued wildome of thoſe that can bet⸗ 
ter ſhewe what it is then A, and will better ſpeake of it 
Where you alledge Vhiſſes that he deũred nothing 
ſo much, as to ſi the ſmoake of Ithaca, it was not be- 
cauſe he loued not to trauaile, but that he lõged to ſee his 
wife after his trauaile: and greater commendation 
bꝛought his trauaile to him, then his wit: the one taught 
but to ſpeake, the other what be ſhould ſpeake .

To loue women & neuer enioy 
them, is as much as to loue wine, ⁊ neuer taſt it, oꝛ to be de⸗ 
lighted with faire apparel,+ neuer wcar it And idle loue is 
that, t fit ſoz him that hath nothing but cares,y is — 
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to heare hir ſpeake, not deſirous to haue himſelf ſpxd. Why 
then Euphues, to haue the picture of his Lady, is as much, 
as to eniop hir pꝛeſence, and to reade hir letters, of as great 
foꝛte, as to heare hir anſweres: which if it be, my ſuite in 
loue ſhoulde be as muche to the painter to dꝛawe hir with 
an amiable face, as to mp Lady to wꝛite an amoꝛous let⸗ 
ter, both which, with little ſuite being obteined, J map 
live with lone, and neuer wet my fote, noꝛ bzeake my 
flxepcs,no2 waltz my money, noꝛ toꝛment my minde. 

But this wozketh as much delight in the minde of a lo⸗ 
uer, as the Apples that hang at antalus noſe, oꝛ the Riuer 
that runneth cloſe by his chinne. And in one woꝛd, it would 
doe me no mo2e god, to ſe my Lady and not formbzace 
hir, in the heate of my deſire, then to ſe fire, and not to 
warme me in the ertremitie of my colde, 

No, no Euphues, thou makeſt Loue nothing but a con- 
tinuall woing, if thou barre it of the effect, and then is it 
infinite, oꝛ if thou allow it, and yet foꝛbid it, a perpetuall 
warfare, and then ts if intollerable. From this opinion 
no man ſhall with. dꝛawe me , that the ende of fiſhing is 
tatching, not angling: of birding, taking, not whitiing: of 
loue, wedding, not woing. Dther-wilc it is no better then 
hanging. Euphues ſmilyng to ſe Plulautus ſo earnelt, bꝛ⸗ 
ged him againe, in this manner. 


Wo Philabtus, what harme were it in loue, if the heart 
ſhoulde peelde his right to the epe, oz the fancie his 
fo:ce to the eare. J haue read of many, and ſome J know,

blyes, as Phrigius and Pieria, whoſe conſtant fayth was 
uche, that there was neuer woꝛde no2 thought of any vn⸗ 
tleanneſſe.Pigmalion loued his Juoꝛp image, being enamo⸗ 
red only by p fi cht, why ſhuld not the chaſt loue of others, 


* nn rather in agreing in heauenly meditatiõs, then 
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tempoꝛall actions, Be leeue me Philautus, if thou kneweft 
what it were to loue, thou wouldeſt be as farre from the 
opinion thou holdeſt, as Jam, t hilautus thinking no grea⸗ 
ter abſurditie to be held in the woꝛld then this, replycd be⸗ 
ſoꝛe the other could ende, as followeth. :

would rather haue hewed hir in peeces then honoured hir 
with paſſions,and ſet hir vp in ſome Temple foꝛ an image, 
not kept hir in his houſe foꝛ a wife. He that delireth onely 
to talke and vie we without any farther ſuite, is not farre 
different from him, that litzeth to ſee a paynted roſe better 
then to ſmell to a perfect Niolet, oꝛ to heare a bird ſing in 
a buſhe, rather then to haue hir at home in his owne 
cage. 

This will J followe , that to pleade foz lone, and

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requeſt nothing but lokes, and to deſerue woꝛkes, 

liue only by woꝛds, is as one ſhould ple we his ground — 
neuer ſowe it, grinde his colours and neusr paint, ſaddle 

his hoꝛſe and neuer ryde.
